young man had taken his own 
life wdth a .22 caliber rifle dis­ 
charged into his head. 
Discovery 
of his body followed the finding 
of a note that he had left on the 
driveway of the J. W. Miller home, 
Wheeling road, Prospect Heights. 
{he note wTas adressed to Beverly 
Miller and read: 
“Bev; Sorry, so very sorry. Find 
me, where this summer I found 
happiness, where you and I placed 
catch together, where I could for­ 
get the unpleasant things of the 
short time past. 
That picnic this 
summer, remember? 
There I in 
part shall be.’’

The coroner’s jury, following the 
inquest held at Lauterburg and 
Oehler funeral home,
